REMARKS / ARGUMENTS 

This amendment is supplementary to the amendment under 
37 C.F.R. § 1.116 filed by applicants on June 16 ,2005. In 
response to that amendment, while entering the amendment, the 
Examiner noted that claims 22 and 23 were allowed, but continued 
the rejection of claims 17-21.
